Types of products include lumber, timbers, landscape ties, fence 
posts, building and utility poles, land, freshwater and marine piling, sea walls, decking and wood 
shingles. Tank mix Copper Amine C9 with quaternary ammonium compounds, triazoles, or other 
co-biocides approved by the EPA.  Do not attempt to use without having the necessary safety 
equipment. Apply the tank-mixed solution where the water solutions will have concentrations 
ranging from 0.3 to 3.0 percent active ingredients by weight. The treatment of wood products with 
this Copper Amine C9 wood preservative provides wood with protection against termites, 
ascomycetes, white rot, brown rot, and dry rot. A 3% solution can be used to field coat the cut ends 
of pressure treated wood by brush-on application.
